AT EASTERN SHQWS 
FROM ALTA. UNIV.

In addition to the?three principal 
winnings already mentioned, the Uni- 
versity had two fourths, one seventh 
one ninth and one eleventh . placings 
Altogether our winnings at’ Chicago 
amounted to ‘approximately $200.00. 
The Provincial Fair at Guelph is 
possibly, the oldest established fat 


country; and while it is not as large | 
as.cither Chicago or Toronto, 
the quality of the stock exhibited will 
compare véry favorably with either of 
In other words, in order 
to. win at Guelph, it is necessary to 
show: high class stock. From the stand 
point of the University-of Alberta the 
most satisfactory win at Guelph was 
when our group. of three Shorthorn 
steers won the’ special prize donated 
by ‘the Prince of Wales for: the best 
three animals of the show. The entries 
in this class were open to all beef 
breeds and sexes and to win this in 
competition with thé best breeders) in 
the Dominion was very gratifying The 
three animals making up this winning 
group were bred by Mr Clark, Mr: 
Sharp and the University of. Alberta. 
We also won first in a group of five 
steers weighing between 1000 and 
1200 pounds, ‘first in a group of three 
steers under 1000 pounds, first in a 
junior yearling Shorthorn steers on a 
steer bred by Mr,-Clark, first and cham 
pion in senior Shorthorn calves bred 
by Mr. Sharp, first on senior Aberdeen 
Angus calves ‘bred ‘by Mr. Richardson 
Three seconds, three thirds, three four- 
ths and one sixth completed our win- 
nings at Guelph. The prize money 
amounted to $440.00. 
While it is possible to state in de- 
fiinite terms of prizes awarded and of 
the money won in connection with the 
exhibit made by the University during 
the past few weeks, it is after all, one 
of the minor features. Everyone ap- 
preciates the value of judicious adver- 
tising.
